After liatenine to about a .half a 

dozen architects offer their suffgea- 

tfons for building an , addition to the 
Lake County Court House and hearing 

tbem with one accord advise agoinst 
the plan of building an addition but 
inetead urged the board to erect a com- 
plete new building, the Board of Su- 
pervisors on Thursday quickly graaped 
another suggestion which would tem- 
porarily avoid either plan' and the board 
unanimously voted to refer the new 
idea back to the building committee 
and they are to investigate and report 
back to the September meeting. 

After several architects had appear- 
ed before the Board, displayed draw- 
ing and plans for the building of an ad- 
dition to the preaent court houae and 
after they had given rough estimates 
of the passible cost of such improve- 
ments and after they had. advised 
aeainst erecting an addition, statins 
/bow in the end it will probably be un- 
',V B^tisfactory, Supervisor Geo. Bairstow 
advanced the sugf^estion on which the 
board is now to work and determine 
its feasibility. 

Here's Mr. Bairstow's suggestion: 
That the Board of Supervisors buy a 
lot close into town and erect thereon a 
building which would be suitable for 
housing all the county ofHcera which 
will be created within the next couple 
of years us the result of the increased 
population. 

Mr. Bairstow's idea is that a building 
' of this sort could be erect^ with what 
the county has on band and what will 
come within the next year in taxes. 
In other words, he contends that a 
building of this'Sort could be built with- 
out resorting to a bond issue. His idea 
is to use the buildmg in question for 
eeveral years or until times have 
.'changed ao that the voters of Lake 
coUntv would authorize a bond issue of 
Buflicient sice to permit the tearing 
down of tne present court house and 
the construction of one suitable to the 
needs of the County for many years to 
come. , 

Mr. Bairstow's suggestion was that 
it would be business judgment to fol- 
low this plsn which includes a building 
fio arranged that several years hence 
when the county got its new court house 
erected it couM sell the temporary 
building for ofiices, stores, etc. 

He explained to the board tbat at pre- 
sent a bond issue of $300,000 of $400,000 
would be rather hard on the taxpayers 
of Lake County. He like others, realized 
the need of additional court house facil- 
ities but did not like the plan of con- 
structing an addition to the present 
building and the county is not in a 
position at present to tear down the old 
building arid erect an entire new one. 
Therefore, his suggestion of a tempor- 
ary dourt House Annex. 

With about $39,000 available in money 
now on hand and what will come in for 
building purposes this year, it is seen 
that the county could go ahead and'buy 
a lot and erect a building thereon suffi- 
cient in size to care for all the county 
officers who are now houeed elsewhere,' 
besides it would be of sufficient size to 
permit accommodating such new o0icers 
as will be created in the next two years. 
In the meantime. Mr. Bairstow con- 
tends, the supervisors could go ahead 
with their plana for tearing down" the 
present court house following a success- 
ful vote on a bond issue which tvould 
mean the erection of a complete new 
^" building coinmensuraie with the needa 

of Lake Counly. Mr. Balrsiow was of 
the belief that in a few yeors hence 
the voters of Lake county would author- 
ize a big bond issue to cover a new 
court house more retdily than they 
iN-S^Y^ would one which would have in mind 
■■ mereTv a J3C0,000 addition to the pres- 
ent one whicli, when finished, rib matter 
bow well it might be done, would be a 
rather patched up job. 

Mr. Bairstow had another idea but 
did not press It before the Boa/d ol- 
though he and oibtr members felt it 
might be worthy of careful confirier- 
ation. That suggestion was that the 
county enter into some sort of an ar-

Drowning at Long 

Lake Last Sunday 

Paul O'Reilly, ,23, of 4018 Greenview 
boulevard, Chicago, son of B. J. O'Riley 
was Bccidently drowned at 10:30 o'clock 
Saturday night while he and his broth* 
er and two Chicago campanlons were 
bathing at Long Loke. 

Fishermen from Fox Lake with nets 
and a crew working with grapplers un- 
der direction of Sheriff Elmer Green 
Sunday hod failed to locate the body. 
Frank Stanton, who owns the land on 
the north end of the lake announced 
that hereafter bathing will be forbidden 
along his beach. O'Reilly was drowned 
several hundred ^ards south of Stan- 
ton's property. 

The young man hod been troubled 
with heart disease lind it is believed he 
Buffered a stroke of apoplexy while in 
the water asiie made no outcry before 
he sank. 

Long Lake literally was covered with 
boats' Sunday and scores of persons 
participated in the search'for O'Heilly's 
body. 



Lake county is to have three motor- 
cycle cops to regulate the automobile 
trofliic on the country roads. 

The board of supervisors on Thurs- 
day afternoon' referred the matter of 
hiring the motor cops to Sheriff E. J. 
Green and the finance committeo of 
the county board. "The sheriff met the 
committee at once and details of the 
plan to be followed were discussed. 
Belief was expressed that the county 
would not be put to any expense what- 
ever for the services of the motor cops 
as it was felt that the fines thot will be 
collected from violators will more than 
day their salaries. 

The- Hnance committee suggested to 
the sheriff that all fines collected from 
sp.eeders be "turneci over to him so that 
he can pay the salaries of the cops, and 
turn the surplus over to the county. 

There appears to be some doubt as to 
whether or not the sheriff can receive 
these tines. The usual course is to 
turn the money over to the state's at- 
torney or to the county treasurer. The 
sheriff recently asked State's Attorney 
Smith for an opinion as to what course 
to pursue. 

"1 Should dislike to pay the salaries 
of motorcycle policemen out of the 
earnings of my office and will refer the 
matter back to the finance committee 
for further instructions in case the that 
the states attorney holds that the fines 
cannot be turned over to me," the 
sheriff said. "Of course the costs col- 
lected from the speeders would be 
turned over to my office, but I doubt if 
they would be sufficient to pay the 
salaries of the motor cops." 

The sheriff says that he and the com- 
mittee have decided that they can get 
all the motorcycle policemen " they de- 
sire bv paying a salary of ?150 a month. 
In fact, be says already he has receiv- 
ed many applicotions from men desiring 
positions. One of the requirements is 
that applicants must supply their own 
machine.

Oiling of Village Streets

Chlorde Salts Applied to 

Roads of Kenosha County 

Exit the dusty road. Picture a future 
automobile ride all through Kenosha 
county with a new white suit and re- 
turn home without a speck of dust on 
it and you will have the dream of Coun- 
ty Highway Commisaioner John Herzog 
and members of the county highway 
commission who went out on Friday 
afternoon for the first experiment in 
rendering the roads of Kenosha county 
dustless. 

The hope IS holdout as a result of 
the first application of chloride salts to 
the roads in the towns of Bristol and 
Salem. Friday afternoon the road of- 
ficials worktd' with their handd and a 
pun and scattered this new dust re- 
ducer over a considerable stretch of 
the roads in the two towns. They also 
went over to the splendid gravel roud 
leading into New Monster and a portion 
of this' road was given a preliminory 
treatment with the salts. 

sThe county is not going to be bonk- 
ruDted to get ti.i of the dusty roails. 
The chloride salts costs in the neigh- 
bor!: ood of 531 a ton and it is said that 
ton of the solution will go a long way 
in eliminating djit. The solution is iri 
the form of cryaials similar to rock 
salt and it is drcLireJ that it gathers 
up the dust by absorption. When the 
crystals ore txposed to the air they be- 
come moist an'J the dust just naturally 
goes into them.

Blsslppi river, such a definition would 
load to ua absurdity, and must there- 
fore bo Incorrect. 

"Kow, us Uio equatorial radius of 
tho eartli Is about thirteen miles 
greater than the polar raTIlus and us 
the tnlermedlalerudll differ In length 
between the ilnilts. and as the source 
of the Mis.slsslppt ig nearly 29 degrees 
of latitude further north than lis 
inouth. It follows that the"moutli of 
the river Is about four miles furtlioi- 
from the center of the eartli than Ua 
source. 

"Therefore It would seem to run 'up- 
IiIM,' but the surface of water at res

Senators to whom the plan was sub- 
mitted said the reorganization would 
tighten up enforcement by centraliz- 
ing, authority "and abolishing retl tape. 
An innovation would be the eslabllsh- 
meat of "a mobile' force of specially 
quRlldcd agents," to operate under the 
Immediate direction of Director 
Ilnynes, but the Whole plan. It was 
explained, Is contingent upon reten- 
tion by the treasury of Jurisdiction 
over prohibition. 

Major Ilayne.s* report snid It had 
been "clearly demonstrated after a 
tliorough trial that tlie present plan 
of organlzatlr.a of tlife prohibition 
field force should be abandoned." 

The reorganization plan, lie de- 
clared, would centralize responsibil- 
ity, co-ordinate the handling of per- 
mits and enforcement work and "elim- 
inate friction, uncertainty and confu- 
sion" now existing. Greater (lexlhll- 
Ity la field operations also would he 
possible and many salaries also woidd 
he saved, he said. 

Jlajor Haynes said the function of 
the mohllo field force would bo to "in- 
vest Ipnto laterstate violations and 
"fund-sh e/Tectlve ro-euforcemoats" to 
state agent.i. 

"The existence of such n'force," he 
added, "operating Independently, of the 
directors, would have a wholo.somo ef- 
fect In'Sllmulntlnp. the activities of the 
directors' forces and woidd provide n 
means for coping Innnedlately with 
any emergency."

DISAGREE ON VOLSTEAD BILL 



E. C. Dinwiddle's Testimony Before 
House Committee Arouses Ire . 
of Old'Colleague, Wayne '^ 

B, Wheeler. 

Washington, June 21,— Prbhmitlon 
forces which have fought side by. side 
for years to uiake thn country diy, 
split wide open before the house rules 
committee over the, question of tight- 
ening up the law for the enforcement 
of the. elghteenUi amendment. The 
rules committee had before It a de- 
nmnd for a special rule to rush 
through tlic Volstead supplementary 
prohibition bill as au emergcMicy nioaB- 
ure. 

R O. Dinwiddle, former chairman of 
flie Antl-Saloon league legislative com- 
mltee, told the comaiUtec he saw no 
necessity for such haste, except In bo 
far as the biU'related to prohibiting 
doctors from proscribing beer as modi- 
cino. 

Mr, Dinwiddle's testimony aroused 
the Ire of his old colleague, Wayne 
II. Wheeler, general counsel for the 
league. 

"Opposition to the merits of the hill 
Is simply an attempt to kill It," Mr. 
Wlicelcr said. "Jlr. Dinwiddle has not 
been with the Antl-SaJoon league for 
more than a ^vear, and In assuming to 
protect certain plniKes of the trade he" 
Is unwittingly protecting tho Illegal 
trafilc. In oppositlng this bill Mr. 
Dinwiddle Is In now company." 
JThe new Volstead bill, ba-oadly 
speaking, is divided Into two parts. 
One part would prohibit the prescrip- 
tion of beer as medicine nad the other 
part tightens np the restrictions on 
tho use of alcohol for^ industrial pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Dinwiddle argued for the divi- 
sion of these parts Into two separate 
parts. 

"It would bo wiser to pass, that 
which Is 'emergency legislation and 
then to take up ihn other features," 
Dinwiddle said. "There are going to 
bo other prohibition features proposed 
and a- demand for the trnnsfer of cn- 
forconiont to the Department of Jus- 
tice, There is iitenty. of nuthnrlty un- 
der the law now to regulate. use of 
Industrial alcohol. 

"I do -not feel that I am betraying 
any confidence when T say that there 
are other matters In connection wTth 
pndilbitlon enforcement to come he- 
fore congress. There appears to be^ 
no question oC the necessity of some 
loglPlntlon to meet the emergency mid 
to slop tho 'ilnod of beer' which It is 
.said can shortly he expected." 

Dinwiddle stated' that ho believed 
that Attorney General Palnjer's beer 
ruling was a proper one, founded en- 
tirely upon the law, and that no sin- 
ister motlvis could ho ascribed to .the 
fact that it wng handed down on tho 
eve of his dopartum from office. The 
ruling, lie explained, had been a.sked 
only ton days before that. 

He reafilrmcd the belioL' that the na- 
tion's indu.strlps requiring alcohol were 
entitled to the fullest consideration. 

Dr. M. C. Whltukor, vico-presldent 
of the United States Indu.strial AlcoIioJ 
company, said that prohibitionists 
were seeking to give tho federal prnhl- 
bltlon counnlssloner more iKiwer than 
tho czar had over Uu.ssla. 

. "The czar was .shot for exercising 
less power than yrm propose to givp 
the coinmissloner-nuder the hill," he 
said. "There Is nn excu.se for Inipns- 
Ing tho arbitrary power on n j:Ingle 
Industry. The only booze fighters we' 
have In our plants are the government 
employees." 

W. L. Cronse of the National Per- 
fume and Wholesale Druggists' ast^o- 
clatlon declared: "Liquor addicts will 
drink anything, Including varnish, fur-' 
nlture polish, shcJIac, flavoring ex- 
tracts and wood alcohol."

On each of the next four days Mr. 
Stillman called nt tho hospital, but 
he did not see the new-burn child, the 
nurse was reported to bavo said. 
The hanker sent Howers each day that 
week, liowever.

Addresses Conference of British Pre- 
miers at Opening Session In Lon- 
don—Is Grateful to Japan for 
Aid In War. " 

London, June 22. — Cooperation with 
the United States Is "a cardlnar prin- 
ciple" with Great Britain, declared 
Prime Minister Lloyd George to the 
Imperial conference here. "Wo arc 
ready." he said, "to discuss with 
American statesmen any propasal for 
limitation of armaments which thoy- 
wlsh to set out, and we can undertake 
that ucLSUcb overtures will Had lack 
of wililngncsa on our part to meet 
tlieia. 

."In "the menntlrac," continued tlie 
prouder, "we cannot forget timt tho 
very life of-the United Kingdom, as 
also of Australia and New Zealand, 
and Indeed of the whole empire, has 
been built upon sea power, aud that 
sea power Is necessarily the basis, of 
the - whole empire's existence. We 
have, tliercfore, to look to measures 
wlUch our security requires. Wo ajni 
nt nothing more; we cannot possibly 
be content with less." 

Ho made Uilg statement in his ad- 
dress opening tlie sessions of the con- 
ference of the empire's prime minis- 
ters. He referred to the Anglo-Jap- 
anese agreement as "one of the most 
urgent and Important questions before 
tlie empire." 

"There is no quarter of the world 
where wo desire more greatly to main- 
tain peace and fair play for all na- 
tions and avoid competition in arnia- 
nients than the Pacific aud the Far 
Ka-st," he said. 

"Our foreign policy can never hang 
itself In any sense upon dilTcronccs of 
race aud civilization between Ea.st 
and -West. It would bo fatal to the 
empire," hd continued. 

Mr. Lloyd George said Great Brit- 
ain looked confidently to the govern- 
niout and. people of the United .Statea 
for sympathy and understanding and 
wished to "work with the great repub- 
lic In nil parts of the world." He 
continued; • 

"Like It, we desire to avoid the 
growth of armaments, whether In tlio 
I*acific or elsewhere, and we rejoice 
Unit Anierlcaa opinion^ should ^o 
showing so nmcli earnestness In that 
direction at the present time." 

With reference to the decision of. 
Canada to Imve a minister in Wash- 
ington the British prlnie minister 
said : 

"We have co:oporatcd willingly with 
that, and we shall welcome a Canadian 
collenpuq In Washington as soon aa 
tlio appointment Is made." 

Discussing Anglo-Japanese rolntlons 
as affecting the renewal of tho agree- 
ment, the prime minister said Japan 
was "a faithful ally" in the war nnd 
Great Britain would not easily forgot 
the valuable assistance rendered l)y 
Japanese men-of-war. ; 

"Wo desire to preserve that well- 
tried friendship which has stood us 
botli la good steatl," he continued, 
"and to apply It to the solution- oLull 
questions la the -Kar Kast, where 
Japan has spedtrt interests, and 
where we ourselves, like the United 
States, desire equal opportunities and 
the oijen door." 

Forecasts of the coaforence liavc 
Indicated that tlie Anglo-Japane.so al- 
liance, Imperial defense, Imperial pol- 
icy In foreign alTali-s aad other mat- 
ters of far-reacliiiig iuipurtauce would 
bo discussed.

Harris, the ad- 
jutant K».'ui.'rul' of the uriuy, presides 
over tlio luVaest alugle record olllce In 
the world at WushUigton, D. C. There, 
under his direction, nn army of 2,400 
clerks, most of them yuung woiiiuii, 
work day after day at their endless 
task of keeping truck of every activity 
Umt pertains to oincCra and enlisted 
men lu the United States mllliary for- 
CCS, keeping up a complete, record 
of each nnd standing ready to supply 
Infoi-niatiou In reply to Inquiries. 

Filed owuy In the huge temporary 
buildings, wlileli were constructed at 
the time of the World war, Is as com- 
plete n word picture of Uio life of 
every soldier as the government could 
obtain. It Is no exngeerntlon to say 
that the records of the World war 
today, thirty months after the signing 
of the armistice, are fur more nearly 
complete than were tliose of tho Civil 
war thirty years after Its close. And 
It might be added thnt the work of 
the adjutant general's olllte at Wash- 
Ington Is' practically brought up: to 
date, snvs the New York Times. 

The value of this service to the 
manv hundreds of thousands of j 
mothers nnd fathers, wives, sweet- 
hearts nnd friends of soldiers who | 
were or are still In tho flglitlng forces 
of tlie nation Is obvious. Information 
of the latest movements of every sol- 
dier is nvallnhle nnd upon Fhort notice 
information may be ohtnlnod concern- 
ing all that Iho War department may 
know, or deem It advisable to let be 
Itnown, concerning ('vcr>- man who 
enlisted or was drafted for the World 

war. 

Few of the soldiers arc nwnre ot 
the fact, hut tucked nwny In one of 
the great Imlldlngs nt Washington a 
young woman clerk watches day by 
dnv each happening In lila life. Each 
of these women Is the guordinn of the 
record of a.400 men under the pn^sont 
system.

Bucu an enormous amount of work we« 
due to the fact thnt it foresaw ths 
conditions that would confront It and 
adopted new systems of record-maUlng 
and record-keeping to meet those con- 
ditions. ... 

"The first cliange made was in dis- 
carding pie record card system of re- 
cording nnd filing correspondence and 
adopting the subjective decimal Hut 
file svstoin. which Is based on ^the 
decimal system of llhniry classinca- 
tlon. This system met every coiitln- 
gencv that arose dttrlng the war nnd 
there is no doubt thnt Imd this change 
not been made- nt the outhronk of Uie 
war the adjutant general's 
would have fulled to function. 

Abolition of MuBtor Roll. i 

•This system, us modified and 
nppllwl to the military records, brings 
together In Uie file the complete cor- 
respondence on any given general 
Bubject, so that on call you can reudliy 
get everything of record thereon. Thu 
personal ' correspondence relating to 
Individual ollicera and enlisted men is 
filed In folders, a folder for each In- 
dividual. The folders are arranged In 
tlie files alphabetically, and when you 
call for the folder of an IndtyUlual 
you know you win get oU personal 
correspondence relating to that In- 
dividual. The great advantage of tlds 
system lies In the fact that no Index- 
Is reipilred In Its operation. 

"Prior to July 1, 1018, reports show- 
ing the duty and status of enlisted 
men were made to this olfice In the 
form of muster rolls, prepared bl- 
moafhly. To obtain tho complete mili- 
tary and medical record of a man who 
ho.i c»rviHi nn enlistment It was nee-

"On July 1, 1018, the muster roll 
was abolished, and on Unit date the 
new method of reimrtlng changes In 
the duty and station of olhcers and 
enlisted men was put Into effect. 
These reports are made dally nnd are 
known ns dally reports of changes. 
Upon receipt In the adjutant gencrarK 
olfice they are filed with the other rec- 
ords of tiie men concerned, eliminating 
the exiiense Incurred In ^carding the 
muFtor rolls and also making the most 
current Information concerning the 
soldier Immediately available. 

"Reglnning May 1. 1017. the service 
record also replaced what was known 
as the descrliitlve list. This record is 
opened for the fiol%r at the time of 
hlB enlistment a^ follows him 
tliroughout his entlr.Asenice. When n 
Koldler Is dlscharg^l or othonvlse 
separated from tlie service. Ills service 
record Is cloj^ed and forwarded to thi' 
adjutant general of the army for 
file with his reconl as kept by tho 
War department.
